be examined thoroughly. 

He emphasized that the tax rate 
figure given by Town Manager 
Bowen a week ago was accurate, 
based on what has been presented. 

‘‘But we will get over $700,000 
out of there if we possibly can,’’ 
Greenberg said. 

He noted that it was imperative 
to reduce the figure, ‘‘because if 
that tax rate stands, at least ten 
to 15 per cent of the residents of 
the town would have to move out. 
I’m talking about the retired or 
elderly homeowners. They just 
couldn’t take this kind of an in- 
crease,’’ Greenberg said. 

Right now the committee is 
trying to look into areas where 
personnel are assigned to different 
departments within the budget. 
‘“‘We are trying to untangle that 
to see just how they are assigned 
and determine if there is duplica- 
tion,’? the FinCom chairman said. 

He suggested that the selectmen 
and manager examine the special 
articles to be presented in the 
warrant to determine their need. 
Also in such items as the addi- 
tional funds for the public safety 
center (an initial request for 
$120,000) look it over carefully 
to see if all the items are abso- 
lutely necessary. 

‘‘We want them to look at that 
and the other items and determine 
if the town wants to go on the 
golden Cadillac rule, or on what 
we as the taxpayer can afford,’’ 
Greenberg emphasized. 

He said that the committee would 
be looking at items which are 
problems brought on by past 
actions. 

In this category is a snow- 
blower which the town purchased 
last year and now the town has no 
machinery adequate to handie it. 

The purchase was approved at 
the annual town meeting over 
Finance Committee objections. 
Greenberg says the town manager 
feels the blower can be put on a 
backhoe, but this would tie up that 
piece during a snow storm, Green- 
berg contends, 

The blower, in order to be put 
to use, requires the expenditure 
of additional funds for a piece of 
equipment to operate the machine. 

Rather than this purchase, the 
FinCom, according to the chair- 
man, is looking into the feasibility 
of lease or rental equipment for 
the town. ‘‘We will look into this 
thoroughly and come up with facts 
and figures to substantiate our 
finding s.’’

The tube of toothpaste you once 
picked off the shelf of your favo- 
rite store may not be there any- 
more, but it is all to your pro- 
tection. 

The same goes for your favorite 
breakfast cereal, box of crackers 
or cookies, even detergents. 

The same produce will be there, 
but it will be in uniform size, as 
directed by the past session of 
Congress which passed a Fair 
Packaging and Labeling Act. 

Just such a law has the local 
sealer of weights and measures, 
Newton A, Jones, up late nights 
studying the new regulations. Some 
are effective the firstof this month, 
others later on in the year,

protect the consumer and in no 
way reflects on local merchants. 

Jones reports, ‘‘as a for in- 
stance,”’ it was found that there 
were 57 different sizes of tooth- 
pastes on the market. Under the 
new federal regulations, there will 
be but five sizes available, a re- 
duction of 91 per cent in the con- 
fusing maze of assorted brands and 
boxes. 

The too regulations must 
be in force by July 1. Some of the 
former sizes ranged from 
personal, guest, small to large, 
giant and super. Henceforth it 
will be personal, medium, large, 
family and super. 

Your favorite breakfast cereal 
will no longer come in a variety 
of 33 assorted sizes, but will be 
cut to 16, This is in effect as of 
Jan, 1. 

By July 1, the 22 assorted sizes 
of packaged cheeses will be re- 
duced to 14; 

Other items pointed out by Jones, 


that he will have to watch for as 
the regulations take effect include 


cookies and crackers, dropped in: 


number of sizes by 23 per cent. 
Dry detergents, in effect at pre- 
sent, from 24 sizes to six, with 
no more fractions to confuse shop- 
pers. 

Packages of adhesive bandages 
now numbering 37 will be reduced 
to ten sizes as of June 30. 

Salad and cooking oils now of- 
fered in only seven sizes, is a 
reduction of 37 per cent in the 
number of previous offerings. 

Jones is quick to note, that his 
job in policing local vendors, is 
not that anyone at the local level 
is violating any regulations. It 
is his duty as sealer of weights 
and measures to ingure that fed- 
eral regulations are being adhered 
to as a protection tothe consumer, 

Continued appearance of odd 
sized packages is a violation by 
the supplier and not the local 
merchant.

Andover High Hockey Team 
Retains Valley League Lead

The Andover High hockey team, 
leading the Merrimack Valley 
Schoolboy Hockey League race with 
an excellent 7-1-1 record, split 
a pair of games in league action 
last week at the Merrimack Val- 
ley Forum in Billerica. 

In the first game the Golden 
Warrior sextet skated to a 4-0 
shutout win over Masconomet Re- 
gional High, but in the second 
tilt last Saturday Burlington pulled 
out a 2-1 upset win in one of 
the most important games of the 
season. 

Burlington, two-time defending 
champions in the league, snapped 
a five game Andover winning streak 
when freshman Dan Yeadon scored 
a goal with 1:14 left in the game 
to pull out the victory. Burlington 
had jumped out to a quick 1-0 
advantagé at 4:51 of the opening 
period when Tri-Captain Bob Vig- 
neau slammed an unassisted goal 
past Andover goal tender Ed 
Rawlings. 

The Golden Warriors tied the 
game at 8:04 of the second sés- 
sion when Craig Bliss connected 
with his seventh goal of the year 
on another unassisted manuever. 

The game remained at 1-1 un- 
til 10:46 of the third- frame when 
Yeadon slipped past a pair of 
Andover defenders and drove a 
10 foot shot into the Andover nets 
for the victory. Andover, asusual, 
held a wide edge in shots on goal. 
The Golden Warriors fired 37 
pucks at Burlington goalie Joe 
Robillard, who ended with 36 saves. 
Burlington managed just 15 shots 
on the Andover net. 

When Burlington scored in the 
first period it marked the end of 
a pair of fine ‘‘ streaks’’ establish- 
ed by Andover goalie Rawlings. 
The talented netminder had posted 
three consecutive league shutouts 
and had gone 143 minutes without 
surrendering anenemy score prior 
to this goal. 

That third shutout had come 
earlier in the week against the 
Masconomet club. In that game 
Andover scored twice inthe second 
period and once in both the first 
and third stanzas for the win. 

Doug Grange was the big hitter 
for Andover with two goals, one 
coming at 5:42 of the opening period 
and the second at 10:12 of the last 
session. In the secondperiod, jun- 
ior defenseman Mark Hockmeyer 
tallied an unassisted goal at 5:51 
and Jeff Morgan chipped in with 
a red lighter at the 8:21 point. 

The win was the first in two 
years for Andover against pesky 
Masconomet, Earlier this season 
the Chieftains had held the Golden 
Warriors to a 1-1 tie. 

Moving into this week’s action, 
_Andover remains first inthe league 
with its 7-1 marks for 15 points. 
Burlington is a step behind at 
6-1-1, and Wilmington is almost 
as close at 5-1-2 for 12 points. 
Masconomet is the only other club 
with a chance at the title, sport- 
ing a 3-3-3 record for nine points. 
Last year, Andover’s first in the 
league, they finished second with 
a 9-5-0 record. 

Bringing everything up to date, 
the Andover sextet is dominating 
the league statistics. As a team 
they have scored 51 goals in nine

Andover winger Jan Gottesfeldis 
the league’s leading scorer with 
20 points. Other top Golden War- 
rior marksmen include Hockmeyer 
with 16 points, Grange with 15 
markers, center Chris Mundy with 
14 points, Craig Bliss with 12 
and Jeff Morgan with 10 points. 

In addition, Andover’s one-two 
defensive punch of juniors Hock- 
meyer and Dave Marson are con- 
sidered the tops in the league. 

Andover has an extremely rough 
schedule this week, facing third 
place Wilmington and then Burling- 
ton again. The team has played 
one more game than most other 
clubs at this point. The schedule 
has been re-shuffled to accommo- 
date the club which will be tra- 
veling to Russia and Europe dur- 
ing the February school vacation. 

Other members of the Andover 
squad include Capt. Jim Ganley, 
Mike Bruno, Eric and Rick Ander- 
son, Don Glines, Pete Hixon and 
Steve St. Jean. The clubisCoach- 
ed by Charlie Vars and plays its 
games on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons at the Forum.

Anti Ballistic 
Missile Topic 
At Coffee House 


The Anti Ballistic Missile will 
be the topie of discussion at The 
People’s Choice coffee house Fri- 
day, Jan. 24 at 8:30 p.m.

Leading the discussion will be 
Jerome Grossman of PAX on the 
political aspects and Leo Sartori 
of MIT’s physics department on 
the scientific aspects. 

The Sentinel, as the ABM is 
called, was introduced by Sec- 
retary of Defense McNamara as 
a ‘‘thin system’ against the C hin- 
ese threat. It will cost five bil- 
lion dollars. Mr. Grossman and 
Mr. Sartori will deal with ques- 
tions such as: ‘‘Is the Sentinel 
a necessary defense weapon or is 
it a wasteful expenditure? What 
effects will the installation have 
on this community, on efforts for 
peace and on our national priori- 
ties? 

Many government officials are 
opposed to the ABM, They include 
Sen. McGovern who has said: 
‘*Most of us still support any pro- 
gram labelled defense, no matter 
how irrational or inefficient. The 
military is now talking about a 
fifty billion dollar anti Soviet sys- 
tem, although the Soviet Union is 
abandoning her ABM system, Sen- 
ator Percy fears that we are on 
the brink of another Vietnam ex- 
penditure. He says that we must 
curtail defense spending; we are 
only sinking our money into the 
ground.

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Editorial Comment 


The Tax Rate 


Last week’s TOWNSMAN, unfortunately proclaimed bad 
news for the property taxpayer in particular and to all An- 
dover residents in general. 

An increase of $13.50 in the tax rate locally is not one 
of the most pleasant things to report, but let’s face facts, 
with the burgeoning growth of this community, the in- 
creased needs, and in some cases demands, the cost of 
being an Andover resident must spiral 

Where do we lay the blame — or can we? 

Probably there are two most significant targets — the 
town manager and the school department. 

Let us examine these two attributes for the initial feel- 
ing of ‘‘I can no longer afford to live here.’’ 

The town manager prepares a budget for presentation to 
town meeting. He presents it to the selectmen for their 
examination. In addition, he prepares special articles for 
presentation to town meeting. . 

The manager informs the selectmen and the public of 
what individual items will cost. 

Then he goes before town meeting and defends the 
budgetary items over which he has control, and the special 
articles which he will oversee. 

When the tax ‘rate is announced, with all the items in- 
cluded, such as the town’s bonded indebtedness — a 
staggering amount — there is an immediate feeling that the 
manager has sold us down the river. 

Whether we like it or not, the decision was yours as a 
taxpayer at town meeting. Town Manager Richard J. Bowen 
can talk all he wants at town meeting, but he has but a 
single vote. 

He may be convincing in his presentation, but he can 
not be held firmly to the fact that this town is spending,, 
spending and spending. 

What Bowen proposes, does not mean that Andover dis- 
poses. 

The biggest section of the municipal budget 
characteristically takes the shortest amount of time to 
pass at an annual town meeting. We speak, of course, of 
the — — — 


School Department 


— —with its several million dollar requests, which an- 
nually passes, virtually without question. 
To exaggerate a bit, we might note that the poor fellow 


seeking a $1,000 sewer extension on his street, might 
have the item debated for an hour, while the school depart- 
ment budget totalling over $5,000,000 goes through in 

about five minutes. 

We would like to see the finance committee go into this 
particular phase of municipal operations quite extensively 
this year. 

We look with displeasure upon the fact that the school 
committee saw fit to bring in consultants to examine and 
recommend administrative salaries. 

This we feel is the responsibility of the school com- 
mittee, 

Time consuming? Certainly, but those who sought the 
office should well have realized that before they obtained 
nomination papers. 

In this particular area alone, a recommendation was made 
relative to the salary of the superintendent of schools who 
had advised the committee he was retiring this year. He 
advised them in time for budget consideration, yet a sub- 
stantial increase was awarded. 

The third man in the administrative area, responsible 
for maintenance and school buses, now has a salary ap- 
proaching that of the town manager — supposed to be the 
town’s chief administrator. 

Based on the problems appearing through the presenta- 
tion of the annual budget last week, we feel it is time 
to—— — 


Think And Act 


— — — with the thought that Andover must remain a com- 
munity where all people can live and not turn it into a 
rich man’s paradise. 

Certainly we crave quality education. 

Assuredly we want to see improvements in our commu- 
nity where necessary. 

But, we cannot have all this at current costs. 

It will take several Gillettes and Raytheons to offset 
the mushrooming costs of Andover operations. 


This year, the people of Andover must think and act at 


town meeting with the idea that 1969 could be the guide to 


the community’s future. 


Municipal officials must bear this in mind also. 


The hour is late. 


Hopefully, before town meeting the current tax rate 
estimate of $44.50 will be reduced, but, we fear, not 


enough. 


Only attentive action by an interested electorate will 
curb municipal costs to what we all can afford.

This week is being observed as national YMCA week 
and we salute the local branch of that organization for the 
fine work they are doing here. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association, born in London 
in 1844, came to this country in 1851 in Boston and is now 
to be found in 76 countries around the world. 

The abbreviated name, YMCA, is known to most and the 
inverted equilateral triangle which is its emblem, and 
whose three sides are intended to mean, ‘‘Spirit, Mind and 


Body”’ of the complete man. 


Here in Andover, the YMCA, a comparative newcomer to 
the community, has flourished and has been well received. 
Its varied programs, expanding all the time, have been 
well received by the Andover population. 

The programs, in their brief exposure here, have led the 
Greater Lawrence YMCA officials to take a long, hard look 
at the possible creation of an Andoyer, or combined 
Andover-North Andover YMCA. 


Such a facility would be a welcome addition to the com- 


munity. 


As man’s leisure time increases, there must be an 
opportunity for him to turn to such facilities to fill the 
need for recreational and physical activity.
